In well info rmed circles, ho wever, ii 
is said that he is no t in clo se to uch 
with his go v ernment because o f diffi­ 
culty in co mmunicatio n. The United 
States’ reply then, will pro bably go 
fo rward Thursday o r Friday.

The president, it is understo o d, 
is 
much impressed with American edi­ 
to rial co mment that tile German a n ­ 
swer is an evasio n o f the greater is­ 
sue o f law and humanity.

it. Failure to meet American repre­
